It is pro- 
BUmed from these statements that largo 
numbora ot the wealthiest Chinese hero 
will soon leave the country and return 
home. 
One of the wealthy Chinese merchants 


aaid that the firms in China which had 
hoon backing the large Chinese houflus 
hero had become alarmed by tha anti- 
Chinese legislation in this county ami 
had concluded to withdraw thair capital 
invested here. 
Some of the merchants speaking of the 


decreaee of the Chinese population on 
thlfl coast said that in the paatynarit 
had decreaoed one-third, that not a 
steamer had sailed from this port for 
China for months 'past that had not 
tnken from 30) to 500 Chinese, and an 
average ol less tbau fifty were coming 
hero on eteaolt.*.'
